ABRIEF REPORT OF MY VISITS TO 
THE STATE ASSEMBLIES 





Grand and Glorious Have Been These Holy Con- 
vocations—All Praise be to God!

My first assembly after coming 
from the Bahamas was at Eldorado, 
Ill., May 8th. Brother Simmons had a 
well arranged program and it was Car- 
ried out to the letter. Most all the 
preachers from over the state were 
present, Their messages were to the 
point. God honored the services in ev- 
ery way. It made us think of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, only on a smaller scale. 
Every one seemed to enjoy the reports 
of the churches. Brother Simmons’ 
address was very interesting indeed. 
He spoke along the line of the church 
and its mission and made the fact 
plain that it should be a church of 
utility. I never visited a better state 
assembly than this one. 

Our next assembly was at Salem, 
Va., H. B. Simmons, State Overseer. 
The attendance at this assembly was 
not quite as large as the one in Eldo- 
rado, lil. Our work in this state is 
smaller. Most all the preachers in 
Virginia were present at the assem- 
bly. At times the power would fall un- 
til the speaker would have to wait. 
One of the most enjoyable things was 
the sermon by Brother Davis, on the 
church. C. H. Blankenship gave a good 
message. R. L. Rexrode rendered valu- 
able service in music. The Lord seem- 
ed to honor the service in every way. 
Large crowds attended at nights and 
it was said that quite a few people 
were interested. ; 

The Kentucky state assembly which 
convened at Harlan, Ky. was next. We 
were met at Harlan by the pastor, 
Brother Thad Richard. He took us to 
his home and made us feel welcome 
and did everything he could for our 
comfort. The assembly opened in the 
Church of God building, but this build- 
ing was entirely too small for the 
crowds, especially at the night ser- 
vices. The sheriff offered us the court 
house, which was accepted, and the 
last two night services were held 
there. To say the Lord blessed in this 
assembly, would be putting it mild. 
Brother Fore had a well arranged 
program and put forth every effort 
possible to make the assembly one of 
interest. Many good messages were 
given by the Kentucky preachers. I 
am sure that much and lasting good 
was done in this assembly. In all the 
assemblies that I have visited I don’t 
remember that any overseer put forth 
any greater effort to make the assem- 
bly a success than our dear Brother 
Fore. The Spirit of love and unity pre- 
vailed among the preachers in all 
these assemblies and I am sure that 
the ministers left with a greater de- 
termination to work for the Lord than 
ever before. 

Next we went to Big Timber, Mont. 
Leaving Cleveland at 7:45 we were 
three nights and three days on the 
train. As we passed along through the 
country, through cities and valleys, 
we enjoyed the landscape. In travel- 
ing through North Dakota on our way 
to Montana, I was much impressed 
with the agricultural interest, stock 
raising, ete. After reaching Big Tim- 
ber, in three directions we could see 
the snow covered mountains, and na- 
tives told us that the snow never 
melted all summer. I was “carried 
away” with the droves of horses, hun-

ae assembly opened with the 
presence and power of God. The at- 
tendance was not quite so large as the 
previous assembly, for this state has 
only two or three churches. A large 
number of visitors from the different 
towns were present, and most of them 
were from other holiness movements. 
Quite a few had never allied them- 
selves with any special branch of 
holiness. Brother M. L. Lowe render- 
ed valuable service in making this as- 
sembly a success. The altar was filled 
with seekers at night. The people 
were urged to fast and pray and one 
night while talking with one of the 
preacher brothers as to the possibility 
of helping the seekers thru, it seem- 
ed that the atmosphere was filled with 
a strange power and those in the altar 
began to fall on the floor. The build- 
ing was packed with onlookers. Some 
of them began to criticize but I tell 
you, God was on the scene. This is one 
of the few times I have witnessed 
the slaying power of God. At the mid- 





night hour several’in the altar receiv- 
ed the Holy Ghost. From that night on 
the power of God was poured out in 
a wonderful way. Quite a few came 
in the church. Brother Lowe baptized 
them in the river. This river was fed 
from mountains of melting snow and 
the water was as cold as ice. My! 
how they shouted and rejoiced as they 
followed the Lord in baptism. 

The assembly at Plaza, N. Dak. 
Came next. We traveled from Big Tim- 
ber to Plaza in a car. Ate dust nearly 
all the way, but we surely enjoyed the 
power of God. As we passed along the 
road they sang, shouted and talked 
in tongues. To have His presence and 
power with us on a trip like that made 
us forget the rough road and the dust. 
Arriving in N. Dak. we met Brother 
Frank Lemons. They invited us into 
their home and everything that the 
hands of friends could do was done to 
make us comfortable. We attended the 
services Sunday morning and Sunday 
evening at this church before the as- 
sembly started. The assembly opened 
Monday evening in good style. The 
church lot was covered with tents of 
our good Indian brethren and the 
streets were lined with automobiles. 
Those North Dakota brethren hugged 
my neck and greeted me with holy 
kisses until my lips were almost blis- 
tered. How we did enjoy the conven- 


| tion together. The building was pack- 


ed almost to its seating capacity in 
day time and I don’t think more than 
half of the people could get in at 
night. 

Brother Paul Walker was wide 
awake. He is a good overseer and a 
good preacher. This assembly was very 
interesting. The day services were 
taken up with business and doctrinal 
talks from the different brethren. The 
night services were on the evangelis- 
tic style. Sister Helen Morrow and Sis- 
ter Murie Pickett were there, and to 
say they preached and sang would be 
putting it mild. After the evening ser- 
vices the preacher would hold up his 
hands and say, “All who want this 
blessing, come to the altar” and before 
the singing could start it seemd that 
the whole congregation was moving 
toward the altar. It was estimated that 
over two hundred people were in the 
altar seeking the Lord in the evening 
services. This was the easiest place to 
preach I ever tried. Now when it 
comes to collections they have every 
state in the Union beat. They raised 
one hundred and six dollars and some 
odd cents for the Orphanage in one 
service, and I received next to the 
largest collection I ever received in 
my life. In fact a collection for inci- 
dental expenses would check up 
around $20.00 to $30.00. Now we are 
not out for money but I am putting 
this in to show the liberality of those 
big-hearted people. I am sure that the 
Church of God in N. Dak. is going to 
grow. My! how those people love the 
Gospel. 

Our next assembly was at Belmont, 
N. C. Brother T. S. Payne accompanied 
us on this trip, and to say that we 
had plenty of dust to eat would not 
express it. We were entertained in the 
home of Brother and Sister J. P. 
Hughes of Charlotte, N. C. Brother 
Stephens had a well arranged program 
and his many years of experience as a 
leader and conducting assemblies and 
camp meetings gave him _ special 
understanding and wisdom on. this 
line. The messages were soul stirring. 
The preachers from all over the state 
were present. This assembly was en- 
joyed by all present. Brother Stephens 
had the most complete report of any 
convention held up to this time. It 
would pay all the overseers to get an 
outline from him as to his method of 
keeping records and reporting the 
work done in the state. I mention this 
because I feel that it is worthy of 
commendation. On our return trip we 
stopped in Asheville, N. C. and had 
the pleasure of visiting the church in 
Biltmore. Sister Lindsey made a talk 
at the Belmont assembly on “Dressing 
as becometh holiness.” [ wish all of 
our people could have heard this.

ON THE BOWERY 


E. L. Simmons 





Great and interesting are the many 
things that we saw while in New York 
the few days before leaving for the 
Holy Land, but there was nothing 
that made its impression on me as 
did my trip to the Mission on the 
Bowery. I had heard much about 
China Town and the slums of New 
York, and on Saturday, July 13, I had 
the privilege of visiting these places. 
Nor did the scenes while there fail in 
any way to set forth that which I had 
heard. 

On entering the Mission, which was 
a room about eighteen feet wide and 
forty feet long, we beheld an assem: 
bly of approximately one hundred 
men, very poorly clad, gathered in to 
hear the Gospel. They appeared to be 
homeless, drunkards, or dope fiends, 
who had lost their friends, finances, 
and reputation, and had been reduced 
to the depths of misery and woe. Some 
of them were sitting in a semi-con- 
scious condition with their heads bob- 
bing up and down or shaking from one 
side to the other. One of their number 
was employed to walk about and keep 
the otners awake, while another act- 
ed as usher. 

We were taken down to the front 
where there was a place fenced off 
for the workers. I wondered at first 
why these poor, blasted, unfortunates 


| are not allowed to sit within this en- 


closure, but was later informed that 
it was because they are infested with 
vermin and disease germs. Occasional- 
ly one of these would talk out in the 
service. I remember one, when getting 
up to leave, turned and said to the 
preacher, “You'll never live to see day- 


| light.” 


What an awful picture this  spec- 
tacle presented. Did Christ die for 
this scum of the earth? Is there re- 
demption for such? one might well 
ask the question, but the answer is 
in the affirmative, for several of the 
workers were at one time such as 
they. 

One young man approximately thir- 
ty years of age told of such a life. 
Prize fighting, gambling, and whiskey 
had ruined his life. He had bummed 
his way all over the United States 
and landed in New York in a very 
destitute condition. His experience 
would have been a fast life for a man 
of fifty, but he had gone thru it and 
was in a deplorable condition. He 
went to Calvary Mission and found 
Christ and is pressing for the prize 
instead of fighting for it. 

Others testified to being saved for 
two: years, six months, or three 
months, but our hearts were touched 
with the fact that there were only a 
few who had an experience with God. 
Oh, to be able to reach out a helping 
hand to those who had not accepted 
Christ. 

These poor men are totally without 
a home and sleep in the Mission every 
night. This is not all, for there are 
hundreds of others who sleep in other 
missions, and yet hundreds more who 
have no place at all. 

I believe that one visit of every 
Church of God preacher to New York, 
China Town, or the Bowery would 
make him a real believer in missions.
